AUBURN, Ala.- — ‘The level of 
prices of commodities and wage 
vates used in apyricultural produc- 
tion probably will average a little 
higher during 1938 than in 19387, 
states the United States Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics in sum- 
marizing next year’s outlook for 
farm labor, equipment and fer- 
tilizer, 

Farm wage rates have been ad- 
vancing since 19383 and are ex- 
pected to average somewhat high- 
er in 1988 than in 1937. This ad- 
vance in farm wage rates was 
greater than the rise in living 
costs and is likely to remain low 
relative to living costs in 1938. 

Along with higher wage rates, 
farmers apparently will have to 
pay somewhat higher prices for 
farm machinery, automobiles, 
building materials, equipment and 
supplies, says the Bureau, Fertil- 
izer prices also will be a little 
higher but advances in these pric- 
es are not expected to be as large 
as for other groups. 

“On the other hand, the prices 
of feed, which represent an impor- 
tant proportion of the costs of 
many farmers, will be substantial- 
ly lower than a year earlier at 
least in the first half of 1938. Seed 
prices, during the spring planting 
season, also will be considerably 
lower than in the spring of 1937,” 
concludes the report.

AUBURN, “Ala. —The coming 
winter (1937-38) will probably be 
one of the most favorable for 
dairy production since 1930, says 
the United States Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics, 

‘During the next three or four 
years conditions in the dairy in- 
dustry are likely to average bet- 
ter than during the last four or 
five years,”’ says the dairy outlook 
report. “The number of milk cows 
per capita is somewhat below av- 
erage and no marked increases 
are probable during 1938. Rising 
prices for milk cows in 1988 and 
possibly in 19389, and fairly high 
prices for dairy products, will tend 
to increase the number of heifers 
saved and may reduce culling, par- 
ticularly in the intensive dairy 
States.”

IN COFFER AND GENEVA

Phonso Kilgore, merchant of 
Samson, showed the stalk to some 
PO farmers, whose aggregate cane j 
growing experience amounted to 
over 900 years, and all of these 
“allowed” they had never seen the 
like before. 

Dr. Thomas N. Baker, retired 
physician, at Brock Hotel, examin- 
ed the stalk and found where a 
small worm had bored into the eye 
at the joint and later eaten its 
way into the stalk. The Doctor 
believes that this worm injury split 
the eye and caused two stalks to 
form. 

Plant Physiologist Agrees 

A plant physiologist set forth 
that an eye of an Trish potato 
could be split in half and two hills 
of potatoes produced, Half an 
eye seems to be as good as an en- 
tire eye with potatoes, Thus he 
said it seemed reasonable that a 
worm might split the living eye 
of sugar cane and cause two stalks 
to grow. Accordingly, a worm 
with a sweet tooth has been ten- 
tatively assigned the role of pro- 
ducing something new. 

Mr, Quilla sent the stalk to 
Mrs. Sadie C, Smith, principal of 
the grammar school in Samson, 
who added it to her collection of 
natural history objects for use in 
the school room. 

Elba Spoils Our Show 

The writer, while calling on 
Editor Renzo Bryan, editor of The 
Elba Clipper, was shown another 
stalk of POJ sugar cane, identical 
with the Geneva County product,

voted for unification of the three 


branches of Methodism by a vote; S 


of 206 to 59 and attacked the 
State liquor store plan in Alabama. 
The appointments were read after 
a “love feast” and Bishop Sam R, 
Hay's sermon Sunday. 

Voters were asked to “cast their 
ballots in the next general elec- 
tion for only those candidates for 
the Legislature who are dry and 
pledge themselves for repeal of 
the present liquor control law,” in 
the resolution adopted by the con- 
ference Saturday. 

“We also appeal to the voters,” 
it continued, “to select a man for 
Governor ‘who will be pledged to 
take Alabama out of the liquor 
business and see that the laws 
are enforced.” The State was 
charged “morally, at least,” with 
aiding and abetting “in the com- 


sells liquor to persons who become 
irtoxicated and then commit 
crime.” 

The presiding elders and a com- 
mittee of ministers were to de- 
termine next year's meeting place 
in the absence of an invitation 
from any city. 

The conference approved, in a 
resolution, the moves of the Unit- 
ed States to establish world peace 
and copies were to be forwarded 
to government officials
